The Senate. . 
WASHINGTON, October 10.—The assembling 
in special session of the Senate was witnessed 
by a large number of persons, who as early as 
II o’clock, filled the galleries to their utmost 
capacity. The desk tormerly occupied by 
Senator Burnside was tastefully draped with 
black, while severa! bouquets ornamente‘ the 
desks of prominent Senators. Senators- 
elect Aldrich, Lapham and Miller 
occupied seats upon the floor on 
the Republican side. The Senate 
was called to order by Harris, after 
prayer by Chaplain Bullock, who alluded in 
a feeling manner to the death of President 
Gartield and Senator Burnside. Secretary 
Burch said: ‘‘I have been requested by mem- 
bers of both sides of the chamber tocall the 
Senate to order. If there be no objection I 


will call the Senate to order 
that we may proceed with its busi- 
ness. The Senate will please come to 


order and the Clerk will report to the Senate 
the message of the President convening this 
session of the Senate. 

The President’s proclamation having been 
read, Pendleton moved the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution: That Thomas Bayard, a 
Senator from the State of Delaware, is hereby 
chosen President pro tem. of the Senate. 

Edinunds said that of course he did 
not object to the consideration of 
the resolution, but he thougnt under 
existing circumstances it was his duty to pre- 
sent the credentials of the Senators elect, 
which he thereupon did. 

ne credentiais having been read, Edmunds 
moved that the oath of office be administered 
to these gantlemen by Senator Anthony, the 
senior Senator. 

Pendleton moved to lay the motionon the 

table. Carried. Yeas36, nays 34. Davis, of 
Illinois, voted with the Republicans in the 
negative. Mahone did not vote and Platt and 
Fair were paired. 
+ Edmunds said no reason had been given why 
the Senators elect should not be allowed to 
take part in the organization of the Senate, 
and he, therefore, moved to amend Pendle- 
ton’s resolution, by providing for the imme- 
ciate quaiification of the Senators elect, the 
outh of office to be administered by Senator 
Anthony. 

When Senator Mahone’s name was called 
there was no response., nor did he appear in 
Senate, but at half-past 12 o’clock Senator 
Mahone entered the Senate. 

The amendment offered by Edmunds to Pen- 
dleton’sjresolution gave rise to a short dis- 
cussion, but was finally nejected. Yeas 33, 
nays at; Mahone ond Davis of Illinois voting 
with tl e Republicans. 

Hamunds then proposed an amendment pro- 
viding that Themas F. Bayard shall be elected 
presiding officericr this dav only, and argued in 
support of the amendment, contending that 
it would comply with both the letter and 
spirit ot thelaw and would allow the States 
of New York and Rhode Island to have a 
voice in the election of a permanent President 
protem. The amendment is still under dis- 
cussion, Morgan at present having the floor. 

Senator Beck referred tothe action of the 
Democratic President of the Senate, after Fill 
more acceded to the Presidency of the United 
States. 

Senator Edmunds inquired it the Senators of 
5 States were denied a voice in that elec- 
tion? *. 

Senator Beck Faid they were not, nor had a 
Vice-President. refused to give the Senate an 
opportunity to elect a President, nor hadtwo 
Senators acted a comic tragedy by resigning. 

The reference to Conkling and Platt elicited 
a shout of ep — from the galleries which 
shocked the decorum of the Senate. 

Cuairman Harris gave notice that for an 
other similar demonstration he would have 
the galleries cleared. 

A yea and nay vote on Edmunds’ 
ment resulted in its defeat. Yeas 33, nays 31. 

Edmunds then offered another amendment 
substituting the name of Senator Anthony tor 
that of Senator Bayard as President pro tem. 
A vote was at once taken andthe amendment 
defeated. Yeas 32, nays 34. Mahone voted 
with the Republicans. Senator Davia Davis 
did not vote.

Party Conferences. 

WASHINGTON, October 10.—Senator Edmunds 
this morning proposed to Senator Pendleton, 
Chairman of the Democratic Caucus, that a 
Senator be selected to call the Senate to order. 
Edmunds said it would look mofe seemly for 
the Senator toconvene the body. This was 
submitted to the Democratic cau- 
cus, which decided to accept, pro- 
vided the Republicans would consent 


to the selection of a Democratic Senator. This 
was acceptable, and both parties unanimous: 
ly agreed that Senator Harris should call the 
Senate to order. In agreeiag to this the Dem- 
ocratic caucus:asserted thejlegal right of the 
Chief Clerk to call the Senate to order.

They will protest against it and vote 
for Anthony, and Edmunds will probably 
make a speech citing reasons why the Repub- 
licans should have the President of the Sen- 
ate.J{kdmunds remarked to a Democratic Sena- 
ator this morning that he supposed the Demo- 
crats were determined to elect Bayard, and as 
the Republicans were at a temporary disad- 
vantage they would have to submit. 


Secretary Windom. 
WASHINGTON, October 10.—Secretary Win- 
dom resumed his duties at the Treasury De- 
partment to-day. 

The Secretary will soon retire from the 
Cabinet. He will be a candidate for the Min- 
nesota Senatorship, his success being almost 
assured beforehand. It is very probable Win- 
dom will modify his financial policy, in order. 
to further reduce the annual interest on the 
outstanding Government bonds. Any action. 
in this direction, it is maintained by they 
intimate friends of the Secretary, Will 
be without regard to the condition of the, 
money market. An examination is now in 
progress with a view of ascertaining the exact

WASHINGTON, October 10.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States convened at noon 
to-day with a bare quorum, consisting of Chiet 
Justice Waite and Associate Justices Miller, 
Bradley, Harlan, Woodsand Matthews. Justice 
Field has not yet returned from Europe. With 
the exception of a few unimportant motions 
and three or four admissions to the bar, the 


Court transacted no business and adjourned to 


make the usual call upon the President. 


Senator Davis’ Vote. 

WASHINGTON, October 10.—The action of 
Davis, of Illinois, in voting with the Repub- 
licans isthe topic of much discussion. His 
vote would give the Republicans a majority 
after the three Senators-elect shall have been 
sworn in, and the Republican Senators have 
said they were in favor of using their advan- 
tage to eleet a President as ~s00n 
as their Senators are admitted. 
A Democratic senator who is on 


excellent terms with Davis, says the latter

FURIOUS FIRE.

Cigar Factory Wrapped in Flames 
in Two Minutes.

Great Peril of 200 Workingmen and 
Women and Their Narrow 
Escape. 


NEW YORK, October 10.—Two hundred men 
and women were at work this morning in Carl 
Upman’s cigar manufactorv, No. 512 to 514 
East Seventeenth street, when a cryof fire 
rang through the house. The factory forms 
the west end of a huge five-story brick bDuild- 
ing that embraces Nos. 512 to 520, and in the 
east half of which a curied hair manufactory 
is carried on by Mollen & Co. The cry of fire 
came from the engine room on the ground 
floor. In a minute almost, before 
the terrified workmen on the upper floors 
could recover from their first fright the flames 
leaped upward, spreading with frightful rapi- 
dity through every story. A sceneof ‘rantic 
excitement and terror followed. 

Women shrieked and fell fainting at their 
benches, and men ran wildly about. The 
majority of the men were on the second and 
third floors, and the packers, nearly all young 
girls, were on the fourth and fifth. 
These latter made a rush for 


the fire escape, but found their exit this wa 

was cut off by the flames. No chance was of 
fered them for escape bythe stairway, but 
eventually they all gotout by the scuttle on 
the roof of the factory, the last one reaching 
the latter just as the flames rose above the 
roof of the doomed building. The workmen 
on the lower floors were marshaled with no 
little difficulty and led down stairs to the 
street by their superintendent, force being 
required to prevent disaster. Had the stairs 
by any accident become blocked, or the steady 
outflow of workmen interrupted, a fearful 
loss of life must have occurred. As it was, the 
excitement was managed most skilfuily, not 
one of the 200 employes being hurt. The em- 
ployes, however, lost all their tools and what- 


ever property they had in the build- 
ing, except the clothes they 
wore. Two minutes from the first 


warning the entire building was wrapped in 
flames. Loss, $100,000; insurance, $80,000.

The Outrageous Proceedings of O'Malley 
and His Crew in Tearing 
Down Walls.

An application for an injunction was pre- 


cented this morning in Judge Adams’ court by 
Messrs. Patrick & Frank and Lee & Chandler,

in court sets forth that although their posses- 
Sion of the saloon floor was not in any way 
disturbed by the building operations of the 
POST- DISPATCH 1 Company going 
forward in the rear of t premises under 
leasehold possession since September 10. the 
gang by the advice of Bowman proceeded dur- 
ing one night last week to tear down the new 
walls erected in the eH and have 
since ursued a violent course 
of intimidation against the workmen and 
threatening to tear down and destroy all the 
new wallsin course of erection for the POST- 
DISPATCH. It became n to secure the 
protection of the lice, and officers were 
placed at the new building to prevent a repeti- 
tion of the outrage. The conspirators avow 
that the building shall not be proceed- 
ed with and the court is invoked 
to stay their hands by injunction. Judge 
Adams at once granted an order restraining 
and enjoining any further interference with 
the erection of the new building, and it was 
served upon the parties by the Sheriff at 
noon. The police have acted promvtly 
in protecting the property since the 
appeal was made to the department, but the 
fact that a further appeal to the courts is made 
necessary to enforcé a palpable right of pos: 


session furnishes a eculiar commen- 
tary upon the protection of property 
interests in this city.

How the Assassin Guiteau Schemed to Mur- 
) der the President. 


From the Assassin’s Autobiography. 


After Il had made up my mind to remove 
Garfield the idea when I should remove him 
pressed me, and I was somewhat confused on 
that. I knew that it would not do to go to the 
White House and attempt it, because there 
were too many of his med gk ha about, and 1 
looked around for several days to try and got 
a good chance at him, and one Sunday (the 
Sunday before he went to Long Branch) I went 
to his church in the morning. It is a small 
frame building and I stood there at the door a 
moment. I was a little late; the services had 
— — about one-third. I noticed the 

sident sitting near an open window about 
three feet from the ground, and I thought to 
myself, That would be a good chance to get 
him.’’ I intended to shoot him through the 
back of the head and let the ball pass through 
the ceiling, in order that no ene else should 
be injured. And there could not 
possibly be a better place to re- 
move a man than at his devotions. I had my 
revolver in my possession when I first went to 
the church, having purchased it about ten 
days before the President’s going to Long 
Branch. This was the Sunday prior to his 
leaving for Long Branch on Saturday.

I thought just what a tremendous excitement 
it would create, andI kept thinking about it 
allthe week. I made up my mind that the 
next Sunday I would certainly shoot himif he 
was in church and I got a good chance at him. 
Thursday of the same week I noticed in the 
paper that he was going to Long Branch, and 
on the following Saturday he did goto the 
Branch for Mrs. Garfield’s health. I went to 
the depot all prepared to remove him. 
I had the revolver with me. I 
had all my papers: nicely prepared. I 
spoke to aman about a carriage to take me, as 
I told him, over near the Congressional Cem- 
etery. He said that he would take me over for 
$2, and seemed to be avery clever fellow and 
glad to getthejob. Igotto the depot about 
9 o’clock and waited there until the President's 
White House carriage drove up. About twen- 
ty-five minutes after 9the President and his 
carriage and servants and friends came up. 
He got out of his carriage. I stood in the la- 
dies’ room, about the middle of the room, 
watching him. Mrs. Garfield got out and they 
walked through the ladies’ room, and the 
presence of Mrs. Garfield deterred me from 
firing on him. I was all ready; my mind was 
all made up; I had all my papers with me; [had 
all the arrangements made to shoot him and to 
238 into a carriage and drive over to the jail.

There are many who, looking back, 
regard this as not merely a deplorable proof of 
widespread dishonesty, but as alarmingly 
ominous of breakers ahead. They point to the 
summer of 1573, and declare that defaulters in 
banks and public companies are the Mother 
Carey’s chickens of financial disaster. Wedo 
not apprehend that so frightful a catalogue of 
crime of this sort is in store for us now as then, 
butit isnot tobe denied that recent occur- 
rences have invited sinister apprehensions. 
Striking events follow each other insuch rapid 
succession here that few persons pause tothink 
of the past, yet the long list of plunder- 
ers and embezslers might be pondered with 
profit, if only for reasons similar to those which 
caused the late Duke of Wellington to place a 
copy of Cruikshank’s ghastly plates of ‘‘The 
Bottle’’ in every barrack. Between July, 1873, 
and December 31, 1877, both inclusive, the 
names of more than three hundred firmsin this 
country were published as embezzlers or de- 
faulters in sums over $5,000, while doubtiess 
scores more escaped publicity. In many cases 
the thefts amounted to hundreds of thousands; 
in one or two to millions. They were nothum- 
ble, uneducated men who did these things. To 
read the antecedents of most of those who 
figure in this black list might well make those 
persons despair who have supposed edu- 
cation to be the great preventive of 
crime. Let us take, hap-hazard, a few 
cases: Charles T. Carlton, secretary Union 
Trust Company, New York, $400,000 (dead); 
Charles H. Phelps, cashier State Treasury De- 
partment, Albany, $500,000; C. Duncan, 
bank president, San Francisco, $750,000; 
Stephen Wardwell, cashier Commercial Na- 
tional Bank, Providence, R.I., $20,000; David 
Gage, City Treasurer, Chicago, III., $500,000; 
Theodore Wick, Treasurer, Ohio, $90,000; 
Water Commissioner, Pittsburg, Penn., 3500, 
000; Henry Nicoll, Chairman Executive Com- 
mittee of the Bar Association, New York, 
$200,000; Abraham Jackson, lawyer and pres- 
ident, Boston, Mass., $300,000; John R. Mor- 
ten, Philadelphia, $1,000,000; E. J. Winslow, 
Boston, Mass., $600,000; G. Van Hollern, City 
Collector, Chicago, $130,000; John C. Tracy, 
bank president, Hartford, Conn., falsification 
of accounts to extent of $600,000; Hildreth & 
Tighe, lawyers and agents, New York, over 
$100,000; both were pillars of their respective 
—— as, indeed, were many other embez- 
zlers.

BOSTON BREWINGS. 


Street-Car Ettiquette—Fashionable Millin- 
ery and Fever. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Boston, October 4.—I wonder if I am grow- 
ing aged—so aged as to show any antiquity in 
my countenance. Asking myself this ques- 
tion yesterday morning, on my arrival down 
town, I went straight to a little mirror and in- 
terviewed myself, the cause of which action 


being the fact that a pretty little high school 
girl had arisen from her seat in the crowded 
horse-car that stormy morning and insisted 
on my taking it. I don’t think I ever felt more 
embarrassed. I tried to expostulate, but she 
smiled sweetly and insisted, and from actual 
lack of knowing what else to do I sat down, 
feeling mean enough, ahd wondering what the 
people about us thought. Probably they didn’t 
think anything at all. The Boston horse-car 
public are a great set for minding their own 
business and not being uncivil enough to 
think about their fellow - passengers. 

But one thing is certain and that is that there 
is a great deal of twaddle talked and 
written about this matter of seats in 
the horse - cars. The young gentlemen 
in our cars don’t all jump up to give their 
seats to a pretty young lady, but anold lady, 
or a Woman carrying a chila ora big bundle of 
washing, has never, iu my experience, been 
allowed to stand. If nobody elsegives hera 
seat some young lady does so. I should feel 
ashamed to keep my seat and see anold gen- 
tlemen who looks feeble stand in the aisle, and 
so would any young woman of average 
strength. Itis, however, as to the majority of 
horse-car travelers, strictly a matter of ‘‘first 
come, first served,’’ and if gentlemen get the 
seats they usually keep them and let the ladies 
stand if they come in afterwards. And I fail to 
see why this isn't all right. I’m better con- 
tented to take my chances of a vacant seat or 
to walk to meet a car not yet filled, than I am 
to be under obligations to every stranger. It 
is too much deference to my sex alto- 
gether vhat every strange gentleman, who is 
doubtless as weary as I am, should be expected 
to give up his seat to me because I choose to 
enter a crowded car rather than go to meet 
one that isn’t crowded or to walk home. In 
Paris they follow that custom which we some- 
times hear our people leng for. When the 
seats are all filled, the ‘‘tramway,’’ asthe 
horse-cars are called, and the ’busses just rat- 
tle right on, and the drivers look neither to the 
left or right. I remember ua certain corner 
near our hotel on the Champs d’Elysee on 
which Arabella and I stood for twenty minutes 
one afternoon, trying in vain to stop a car or 
*bus, and then nad to take a carriage. I, for 
one, appreciate fully the option of a stand-up 
ride rather than a stand-up wait onthe corner. 
Every newspaper§ paragrapher that has used 
up his standard jokes on mothers-in-law and 
kitchen-ridden brides, falls back on the man 
who is disgusted because some woman has ac- 
cepted his proffered seat in a hore-car without 
saying ‘‘thank you.’’ That man, ifthere ever 
was such an one at all, is no gentieman; for the 
gentleman who gives up a seat does it with so 
quick a movement, lifting his hat an instant 

and then looking in another direction, that 
itis often impossible to get a chance to say 
‘*thank you’’ without first pulling his coat 
sleeve. You can’t give thanks to the back of 
aman’s head very well. The gentleman who 
gives alady his seat takes especia: pains to 
try to relieve her from the sense of obligation 
by appearing as if it was a matter of no con- 
sequence whatever, and by avoiding any op- 
= for thanks to be given. I think our 

oston gentlemen are gallant and courteous 

in the truest sense. They do women the great- 
est honor possible by treating them as sens- 
ible human beings, ratherthan as mere pets 
and puppets. To be petted bythe man one 
loves isvery sweet, if that man will conde- 
scend to give his reasons for wishing some 
mandate obeyed, and will take the trouble to 
see that those reasons are sound ones, which 
a woman who respects herself may act upon.

SLANDERING MISSOURI. 


A New England Chowder-Eater Who Tries 
to be Funny. 
New York Times Editorial. 


The recent exploits of Missouri brigand, 
have naturally attracted attention abroad as 


well as at home. In England they have 
strengthened the prevalent impression that 
America is a — where law and order are 


ractically unknown, and in Italy, where there 
las net been a case Of pelqne Sage on the main 
land for two years, thereisa general feeling 
that the prevalence of brigandage in the 
United States is a deep blot on the Nation ani 
an evidence of the demoralizing influence o! 
republicanism and Protestantism. 

t must be conceded that the Missouri bri. 
ands have of late been active and successfu!. 
wice they have stopped a railway train an 

robbed the express carand the passengers— 
tach brigand robbing an average number o! 
thirty-one passengers of all ages and both 
sexes. They have also captured and cleaned 
out’’ Bates City without meeting with any re- 
sistance. Bates City is not very well known 
outside of the State, hence its size can only be 
conjectured. We know, however, that under 
the Constitution of the State of Missouri, no 
town can receive a municipal charter unless 
it consists of at least two ‘‘saloons’’ and a 
gambling-house. The population necessary 
for the proper management of eventhe small- 
est Missouri city must number fully eight men 
—foritis hardly necessary to mention that 
the two saloons andthe gambling-house are 
expected to 28 open day and night. Grant 
ing that Bates City is no larger than the Con- 
stitution requires it to be, it is, aevertheless, 
an evidence of the skill and fearlessness wit}; 
which brigandage is practiced in Missouri 
that two brigands were able to 
— — and sack the city in broad daylight. 
Without mentioning any of the lesser exploit 
of the ‘‘James boys’’ and their professiona! 
brethren, itmay be unhesitatingly asserte 
that brigandage has never been more bo! 4 
and successful, even in Sicily, than it has 
been during the last six months in Missouri. 
Instead, however, of imitating our foreign 
critics and mournfully assuming that the peo 
ple of Missouri are barbarous and lawless ru} 
| fians, the true philosopher will proceed to 
draw from the exploit of the train robbers and 
the captors of Bates City the cheerful conclu. 
sion that the success of the Missouri brigands 
is simply an evidence of the high civilization 
and strict morality of the inhabitants ot that 
maligned State. 

There was a time—and now that it is gone 
never to return we can speak of it freely— 
when the Missourian was as fierce and blood. 
thirsty as the Apache. The leading citizens o. 
the State always carried two navy revolver, 
and a large bowie-knife each, and even the 
most modest Missourian carried at least a 
double-barreled pistol in his pocket. In those 
days fighting was the chiet occupation ot the 
Missourian. He would cross over the Kansas 
border and kill a few tree-State men, just to 

et an appetite for breakfast, and 
in every hotel there was a shooting 
gallery, where guests were accustomed to 
shoot at one another at all hours of the day 
and night. it was more difficult for an East- 
ern man to cross the State of Missouri than it 
is for anexplorerto cross the Continent ot 
Africa. The Missourian was high-spirited, 
and resented the slightest liberty with a 
pistol-shot or a blow with the knife, and it 
was held by the best statisticians that the 
average number of men killed annualy by « 
— Missourian was not less than seven 
teed, 

‘sue complete change which bas passed upon 
the people ot Missouri would seem incredible 
were it not that the recent feats of briganduve 
in that State render it impossible to doubt that 
the people are eminently meek and peacetu!. 
When six brigands capture a railway train 
containing, say, 150 able-bodied Missouri 
men, they do not find a passenger who bas 
any desire to commit an act of violence. 
Without any exception the passengers preter 
to be robbed rather than to en 
gage in a disgraceful brawl. They 
produce their watches and purses, and offer 
them to the robbers with soft words designe: 
to turn awaywrath. The old custom of car 
ing arms has vanished, and not a pistol nor a 
knife is ever found on.a Missouri railraid pas 
senger. When the robbers have finished their 
work the train goes on its way, and the peace- 
ful passengers sing grateful hymns of praise 
and feel thankful that they have resisted the 
temptation to fight. 

Soit isalso with the people of Bates Citv. 
In old times had two robbers ventured to at- 
tack that city they would have been so quick 
ly riddled with bullets that they would not 
have had time to draw their pistols, but the 
Bates Citizens of to-day have learned self- 
restraint. When the robbers attacked the) 
they retired to their houses, and, remarking 
to one another that it was inexpressibly sad to 
see men engaged in lawless acts of violence, 
they collected their valuables and had them 
in réadiness for the spoilers. No one dream 
ed of shooting the robbers, or of addressing 
impolite remarks to them; but, on the con- 
trary, every citizen conducted himselt with a 
meekness and courtesy that Moses himself 
might have envied. 

ere is only one way in which to construe 
these facts. The Missourians have become 
so highly civilized that they have totally 
abandoned the practice of owning or carrying 
arms, and they have so thoroughly accepted 
the teaching of the gospels that they prefer to 
suffer any wrong rather than to resent it. In- 
stead of wondering atthe alleged barbarism 
of Missouri we ought to look on her people 
with admiration. Certainly innoother part 
ofthe world can so quiet and peaceful a popu- 
lation be found.

Reasous Why the Members of the 
Force Do Not Form an 
Aesociation.

The Recent Law Enacted and the Late 
Charter Provided by the 
Commissioners. 


A quiet sort of agitation has been going on 
in police circles in the past few months in re- 
gard to the Police Relief Association, which 
nas an existence so far only in name and in 
the monthly payment by every officer on the 
force of 50 cents to the Treasnrer of the Police 
Board, who is the custodian of the fund. The 
officers and patrolmen alike insist that the 
association should be organized under the law 
passed by the Legislature last June, but for some 
ressom the organization cannot be effected. 
A Post. DISPATCH reporter to-day obtained a 

f+ w ol these reasons, and will give them fur- 
theron. As the relief fund now exists it con- 
sists of the monthly assessment of members 
of the force, 20 per cent of all rewards paid to 
the depuitment, tines imposed by the board, 
and $5 trom each new appointee to the force. 
This fund now amounts to about $5,000. The 


monthly payments to persons and 
families in distress amount to from 
$500 or a month. Last 


$250 to 
month $500 was paid out. Capt. Lee, who is 
in the insane asylum, is about the only person 
ermanentiv dependent upon the fund, and he 
s allowed about $42each month. The insane 
Captain’s case i3 one that more than all things 
else shows the necessity for organization and 
for providing some support for incapacitated 
or superannuated veterans. The subject has 
been broached before the board frequently, 
bas once or twice been put into the 
shape of a constitution and presented to 
the pat rolmen, but bas been voted down, and 
so the association still remains in embryo, as 
it were. The board wants to have it one way, 
the force wants to nave it another. The last 
‘‘charter, constitution and by-iaws of the St. 
Louis Police Relief Association’’ were granted, 
passed and adopted by the board last August, 
and immediately submitted to the force. But 


there were two objectionable clauses. 
The constitution provided that 
veterans of the association 


who had served twenty years or any member 
of the police force who had become perma- 
nently disabled by sickness or injuries while 
in the department should be retired and paid 
$450 annually in monthly installments. It had 
other excellent provisions for temporary dis- 
ablement and also in case of death, but it un- 
fortunately raised the monthly dues to $150, 
and in designating the fees allowed by law to 


ofticers which were to make part of 
the fund it exempted the city from 
the payment ot any fees whatever. This 


latter clause was in direct contradiction to the 
Jetter and spirit of the legislative enact:nent 
ereating the relief association, and was ut once 
voted down. 

THE LAW 


referred to here was tathered by Representa- 
tive Wray, of this city, and as it gives the 
objects of and the mannerof obtaining the re- 
lier iund, it is reproduced here. The 
pill 18 entitled An uc t authorizing 
the formation of a police; relief 
association in any city having over 100,000 in- 
habitants,’’ and reads as follows: 

Section 1. Any police force organized and 
existing by authority of the laws of this state, 
in anv city having a population of Over 100.000 
inhubitants, is hereby authorized and empow- 
eredtoform a relief association under the 
gencril ire orporation acts of this State, and to 
create a fund for the purpose of affording re 
lief to such members ot their orzanization as 
may become sick or disabled while in 
the discharge of their duties. or who ma be- 
come incapacitated by long years of servi-e, 
and for uiding the families of police officers 
who may die while in the service of any police 
department, and for such other similar pur- 

oses as muy be set forth in their articles of 
incerporation. 

Sec. 2. This fund shall be created in the fol- 
lowing manner: All moneys at present remain- 
ing in the hands of any incorporated 
police reliet committee or association; all 
moneys arising Irom the sale of 
unclaimed personal property; all 
fees ussessed against delinquent officers by any 
board of police commissioners; all monthly, 
annual or periodical assessments of memvers 
a: ma be provided for by the rules of said asso- 
ciation; all percentages of rewards allowed to 
members ot any police force under the regula- 
tions of its department, together with afee of 
50 cents for euch and every bond taken by any 


police officer for the appearance of any 
person charged with violating any 
ety ordinance, which said officer 


is Authorized then and there to collect, all of 
which moneys herein designated shall be paid 
to the treasurer of said r lief association. And 
in addition men. bers ef said relief association 
shall be allowed witness fees in all cour.s of rec- 
erd, alsoin municipal or city police courts, 
‘coroners’ inquests, justice of the peace court, 
whenever summond and detained therein in 
matters pertaining to the discharge 
of their duties as witnesses ; said 
witness fees to be collected solely 
by such officers as may be designated 
and authorized to collect the same under the 
corporate authority of said relief association 
and for its exclusive benefit; and no judge, 
justice of the peace or presiding ofticer of said 
eourts or tribunvuls shall have power to remic 
any witness fees legally belonging to any 
member of said relief association organized 
or existing as aforesaid. 

The fees allowed from the city by the latter 
section of the law have been very generously 
wiped out by the board, who say thut no fees 
shall be collected from the city. This point is 
one of the knotty ones, aud it will have to be 
solved before the association can be organ- 
ized. Already there is a large sum in the city 
treasury tothe credit of various officers for 
witaess fees which can not be touched until 
the association organizes under the law. 

Every member of the force is anxious to see 
the relief association placed firmly and per- 
manently on its feet. They complain that the 
relief afforded now is next to no relief at all. 
If a patrolman is sick or absent he is 
‘*docked’’ his full day’s pay and allowed 
only fifty-five cents by the so-called associa 
tion; all othertcity employes who get sick—and 
they get that way Often and stay that way a 

¢time—'‘ose nothing by it. The veterans, 
too, who bave seen lung service, need some 
recognition. Many of ghem deserve re- 
tirement. In Boston the relief fund 
last year amounted to $78,250, and there 
were thirty-five ex-ofticers on the retired list 
receiving a pension of $— a day each. In 
thiscity there are near a dozen 
VETERAN OFFICERS 
who have been in the service over twenty 
yearsand who are pt tees J old enough to be 
retired if there was anything to retire them 
on.

CHARLES GREEN. 


A Plain Statement of His Course at the Fair 
Grounds. 


The treatment of the PosST-DISPATCH report- 
ers by President Green, of the Fair Associa- 
tion, at the late Fair was so unusual and un- 
fair that a great many people are unable to 
believe that Mr. Green could so far forget what 
was due tothe association he represents, and 
they rather incline to the opinion that the case 
has been overstated against that gentleman. 
The plain, unvarnished facts are these: 
Mr. Green, R president 01 the 
Fair Association, was belauded and bepraised 
by sevemal of the St. Louis papers as a great 
and good man who was the benefactor and 
savior of the St. Louis Fair, one of the institu- 
tions of this city. Mr. Green, to put the matter 
in as few words as possible, was posed as an 
q401 before this community at whose shrine the 


town was called on to bow down aud do reyey- 


Post-DISPATCH exercised its privilege 
as an independent newspaper call 
lic attention to several of Mr. Green’s 
Public and official acts. The fact that he ane 
secured a salary of $3,000 a year by a trick 2 
againet the spirit and rules of the association 
for his services as a benefactor and a savior 
ot the Fair was published as an item of news— 
other benefactors and saviors of the Fair 
having been content to work for the past 
twenty-one years for the los and renown of the 
position. The bonding of the Fair debt at 
seven percent aid not strike this paper as a 
brilliant financial transaction, when investors 
were paying a premium for a scarcely 
less safe four per cent investment, 
and the Post-DIsPATCH failed to see why the 
President of the Fair Association shoula get a 
bonus for charging the corporation with anun- 
necessary 3 per cent on $175,000. The cotton in- 
terest was entiresy forced out of the Fair,and 
again the PosT- DISPATCH objected to tais im- 
portant defection from the attractions of the 
annual exposition. Mr. Greenchose to con- 
sider that this was @ war on him, and his mode 
ot reply was to prevent the POST DISPATCH 
helping the Fair Association by ad- 
vertising it gratis. Having been 
criticised by the POST- DISPATCH, 
he declined to let the reporters of this paper 
enter the arena where the horse and cattle 
premiums were awarded and 80 prevented the 
writing up of that part of the Fair. None of 
the usual courtesies extended to all the other 
papers in the city and State, even to the little 
weeklies miles away from a railroad, were ex- 
tended to this paper. The reporters, a full 
corps of whom were sent out, paid their way 
intothe grounds and into the departments 
where a fee was collected. The one to 
whom the arena was assigned 
went to Mr. Green fora card of admission to 
that charmed circle and was refused.

After some 
hesitation Gonter asked that a German report- 
er be secured to dothe work, suggesting that 
such a person would be less likely to be sus- 
pectea by Green—suspected presumably 
of the crime Of helping this paper to adver- 
tise the Fair. Gonter agreed that he would let 
the German reporter have access to his notes 
and aid him all in his power. Mr. Schellwein, 
of the Westliche Post, agreed to do the work. 
When Gonter learned that the arrangement 
had been made he told Green that he had been 
‘‘approached’’ and that Schellwein was se 
cured for the PosT-DISPATCH. Green at once 
hunted Mr. Scheliwein up and told him that he 
would exclude him fromthe arena if any more 
information was given to this paper, and he 
threatened the other German _ reporters 
with the same punishment. In other 
words if the Westliche Post orany other paper 
helped the PostT- DISPATCH to print the news of 
the Fair it would also be cut off from a chance 
of giving gratis advertising to the Fair. 

Throughout the grounds the directors and 
superintendents of departments who were 
anxious to stand well with Green treated 
the representatives of the POST- DISPATCH wita 
uniform discourtesy, and each of them was 
very careful to let the President know of

THE COLUMBIA“ S CREDITORS. 


A Ruling in Their Favor by the Circ tit 
Court To-Day. 


Judge Thayer to-day in the Cireuit Court 
rendered a decision overruling a demurrer to 
the petition of the’ Columbia Life Insurance 
Company receiver against the Superintendent 


of the Insurance Department. Thisis the suit 
wherein the Columbia receiver states that 
after the Life Association of America 
became the owner of the capital stock of tue 
Columbia, and had attempted to effect a can- 
cellation or retirement of nine-terths, $900,000, 
of the same by exchanging for valuable as- 
sets, the Life Association entered upon a 
policy for entire absorption of the re- 
maining assets of the Columbia, and 
a transter of the same to the Lie 
Association, To this end the Columpia 
policy holders were induced to assign their 
policies and accepted new policies of the Life 
Association. The latter then presented tor 
allowance against the Columbia estate claims 
based upon the supposed present value of the 
reserve due on the Columbia’s acquired poii- 
cies In 1876 and 1877 the Columbia transferred 
to the Life Association property and 


assets worth $676,014 in pretended payment. 


of suche laims,and the Columbia policy- holders 
who had not transferred their policies were 
wholly unprovided for. It isthe old story, 
charging that the transfer of assets was made 
and contrived by the Life Association to hin- 
der,delay and defraud the Columbia creditors, 
to defeatthe policy of the insurance law and 
to prevent the dissolution of the Columbia. 
The court rules that the receiver’s petition 
fairly shows that at the date of the transter tue 
Life Association wasacreditor of the Columbia 
to the extent of the reserve value of all the ac- 
quired policies of the Columbia by assign- 
ment. The Life Association is shown by tne 
— not to have acted in good 
aith for the Purpose of secur- 
ing adebt, but that it entered into a fraud- 
ulent conspiracy wath the Columbia directors 
to ald in defraudiug the other creditors. The 
issue respecting the fraudulent intent of the 
Life Association and its combination with the 
debtor to detraud other creditors must be 
tried as any other issue of fuct.

It does.even 
the average advance agent gross injustice, 
andthe gentlemanly and highly respectable 
members of the profession have reason to feel 


grievously insulted at it. Only those people 
who have not met an advance agent could 
make sucha serious mistake. The advance 
agent isa meek, modest, polished and agree- 
able individual, who steps so lightly into an 
editorial room that one could hardly imagine 
his footfall cruel enough'to crush the life out 
of a fly. He cautiousiy approaches the first 
man he sees atthe desk and asks, IS Mr. 
So-and-soin?’’ He knows that Mr. So-and-so 


is the dramatic critic of the paper 


because he has seen his name in Jeffrey’s The- 
atrical Guide, which is published annually, and 
contains the name of every dramatic writer in 
the country. When Mr. So and-so is pointed 
out the advance agent dives into a breast 
pocket, pullsout acard with gilt edges and 
turn-down corner, and quietly gliding up to 
the dramatic ciitic’sdesk, says: Mr. So- and- 
so, I believe.“ Then, tilting his hat, he con- 
tinues, while he hands his card, I'm Geroni- 
mo G. Goahead, in advance of Signora Soft- 
voice’s Comic Opera Company.
